The country is really an island— 
the largest in the world if Australia 
is regarded as a continent—and if 
contains over half a million square 
miles, of which about three-fifths in 
the Interlor are covered with a vast 
giacter. 

Round the coast, however, the is- 
land is quite habitable, and there are 
about two hundred small towns and 
settlements, =including the capitals, 
Godthhab and Godhavn.

Miss Agnes McPhail has been 
telling the farmers around Chat- 
ham,, Ontario, that they belong to 
a race of slaves. To prove it she 
says ‘that people are getting off 
the farms as fast as they know 
how, and that the farm buildings 
are going to ruin all over the 
Ontariv landscape, And ‘to elineh 
the matter and show the farmer 
just how badly off,he is, she says 
people do not run away from a 
gold mine, as they do from a farm 
No doubt ‘that line of reasoning 
sounds convincing to Agnes. At 
least it convinces her that it will 
make thé farmer think she has dis 
covered something. But it will not 
stand scrutiny. What she evident- 
ly means is that the farmer is a 
‘slave’? because he is working at 
a job that doesmot guarantee sat- | 
isfactory returns. Well, who isn’t? 
Certainly not the gold miner she 
talks about. An M. P. should know 
that more. fortinés have gone into | 
gold mining enterprises ‘than ever 
came out of them. For one miner 
who strikes it lucky a hundred go | 
broke. There ig the same element 
of uncertainty and risk all along 
the line and all round the oecupa- 
tional circle. The wage-earner, 
lives from day today and from 
hand to mouth. The merchant | 
does not know what night his 
store will go up in flames, or when 
tradeymay-fall away from him and 
leave him ruined. ‘Agnes might 
ponder'the fact that there are! 
more people in absolute destitu 
tion in one city than are to jhe! 
found on ‘the farms of a whole 
provinee. And that the small 
minority who go into wmercantile 
pursuits provide more actual 
bankrupts than the gregt majority | 
who stay,on farms. That people | 
migrate from the farms to the! 
cities is true, But that isn’t proof 
that they all hope to find employ- 
ment,'that guarantees them a ‘bet- 
ter living than they would get as 
farmers. Still less does it prove 
that they do find sueh employ. | 
ment, Most of.ithe boys and girls | 


| 


who leave the farm do so for the | 
simple reason jthat when the 
family grow yp there isn’t room 
for all of them on the farm on tire 
old homestead, and all but sone 
‘have to go somewhere. And of 
those who go to the cities a fair 
percentage migrate back to ‘the 
farm after a while; and a much | 
larger percentake would do it if 
they had farms tu migrate baek,to 
Some level-headed farmer 
should take Agnes aside and tell 
her that she is preaching ‘‘rot’’.of 
a dangerous and damaging char 
acter, She is ineiting discontent 
among people who have less cause 
than those of any other class to. 
Worry about the uncertainty of 
their livelihood. Farming -is not 
all romance. The work is hard. | 
The life is monotonous to some 
people beyond endurance. Fre. | 
quently tthe profits are small. and 
sometimes there are no profits at 
all, But on the ground of un 
certainty as,to the necessities of 
life the farmer is ‘better situated | 
than any other man in the fom. | 
munity, and in ‘the nature of | 
things must be, ,He is the original 
producer of the ‘‘eats,”’ and has 
first chance at the supplies. No 
man knows so confidently where 
the winter's board, for his family 
is ‘to come from If the farmers 
were really leaving the farms he. 
cause of the fear of noy being able 
to get @ living, what does Agnes 
think would be the postion of the 
people in the cities? Or how would 
the farmer better himself in join- 
ing the townward rush? If ithe 
farmer is a ‘‘stave” to uncertainty 


plight, Nobody is guaranteed any- 
thing in this world of uncertainty 
except death, But,of all classes of 
people the farmer has least cause 
tor anxiety about the really essen- 
tial things, 

It is time that the responsible 
element among the ‘farmers ,put 
the muzzle on _ politicians Jike 
Agnes who go about peddling 
their patronizing pity for election 
purposes.
